| bag THE FLOURISHING WORLD 
economy the apparently prosper- 
ous nation of France has long been 
a soft spot. Having lived far beyond 
its means, France recently con- 
fronted a grave. crisis but found in 
M. Felix Gaillard, the minister of 
finance, a man strong enough to deal 
with it. When he threatened to re- 
sign if his policies of retrenchment 
were not enforced, the cabinet sur- 
rendered and adopted drastic 
measures. 


Their first purpose is to reduce 
France’s imports because France 
cannot pay for them, in their present 
volume, with its exports. Accord- 
ingly, harsh taxes have been placed 
on many non-essential foreign goods. 

The result is an actual devalua- 
tion of the franc since it will now 
buy 20 per cent less in the world 
market than it would buy a few 
days ago. 

This means—as it would mean in 
Canada if our dollar were devalued 
—that the French people must pay 
more for imports or use of 
them. Less of them certainly will 
be used. 

All nations that export to France, 
including Canada, will sell less goods 
there but the new barriers will apply 
equally to sellers. While the 
total effect may be important in 
France, the Government hopes, 
it should not be large on Canadian 
trade. It indicates, though, how 
the inflationary distortions of any 
great nation’s economy  ramify 
through the economy of the world, 
damaging everybody 

The second purpose of M. Gail- 
lard’s program is to cut the cost of 
French has 
been suddenly curtailed 
$1.7 billions to reduce the state's 
demand for goods, one of the 
mary sources of inflation in France 
as everywhere 
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higher taxes and less spending will 
stem the recent flight from the franc 
and the drop in the nation’s gold 
reserves. There. can be no doubt, 
however, that M. Gaillard has 
rightly diagnosed France’s economic 
ailment. 

It has been trying 
much too quickly—to increase its 
living standards, expand its indus- 
trial plant and fight a costly war 
in Africa simultaneously 

For ail these purposes there is 
just not enough manpower, ma- 
chinery and materials in France 
Unlike Canada, France. could not 
turn to a rich neighbor and borrow 
huge quantities of foreign capital. 
But perhaps. -France -can.- withdraw 
some of its deposits from the Inter- 
national’ Monetary Fund; which ex- 
ists to help members in exchange 
trouble, and it~-may be to 
negotiate foreign loans 

All these measures must be tem 
porary, to tide the nation over a 
crisis. The fundamental problem in 
France, as in many other countries, 
is to hold down consumption to the 
level of supply or, better, to raise 
production rapidly 

In_ fact, French production has 
been rising with extraordinary speed 
since the last war, thanks 
largely to the industrial improve- 
ments financed by the Marshall Plan 
but it has not risen as rapidly as the 
public’s appetite for goods and the 
huge demands avail:

The man who blazed into the 
political limelight thig week 
with an unexpected attack on 
{Canada’s present judicial sys- 
jtem is a shy, retiring professor 
of history and economics at the 
Canadian Tri-Services College at 
Royal Roads. } 

The sudden publicity came as 
something of a shock to 52-year- 
old Prof. Charles Burchill, for 
it was the first time during his, 
eight years’ residence here that} 
he had become a figure of pub- 
lic controversy.
